If the thought of truthful and earnest effort has come, and you hon­ 
estly desire better conditions for the w*age earners, may I tender to you 
an invitation to come to Battle Creek for a conference with the Presi­ 
dent of the Trades and W orkers Association, Mr. J. W. Bryce? 
lf you will permit it, your expenses will be paid from the time you 
leave W ashington until von return. 
You will be put up at the Sanitarium for a week or ten days’ rest 
and freedom from worry, as a guest, either of th e Association or of my­ 
self, as you prefer. 
W hen rested, let us consider th e new movement for th e workingmen 
of America, enlisted under the banner of 
the 
National 
Trades 
and 
W orkers Association, free from strikes, 
slugging, 
picketing, 
tyranny, 
fines, dynam iting and m urder. 
Belonging to the American Federation of Labor are 
hundreds 
of 
thousand® of self-respecting and law’-abiding workingmen who are mem­ 
bers under pressure, and wt^ o deplore the tactics you and your associates 
have employed and forced upon them.
